Let  farmers  be  careful  in 
preparing  seed ;  for  they  wi  .1 
reap  a  great  advantage  in  do- 
ing so.  The  most  approved 
mode  of  preparing  wheat,  rye, 
oats  or  barley,  is  to  soak  it 
from  12  to  14  hours  in  a  strong 
brine,  having  salt-petre  in  it, 
and  imr.  cdiately  before  sow- 
ing, to  mix  with  it  enough  of 
lime,  or  wood  ashes,  to 
make  it  so  dry  that  it  may 
be  sown  evenly.  A  crop  of 
flax  may  be  greatly  increased 
by  mixing  with  the  seed  an 
equal  quantity  of  fine  salt,  and 
sowing  it. 

Caterpillars. — Destroy 
utterly  every  caterpillar;  leave 
no  nest  undemolished  on  your 
fruit  trees.  This  may  be  done 
by  burning  brimstone  under 
their  nests ;  by  sprinkling  ash- 
es or  fine  sand  on  them  and 
the  limbs  where  they  ttre,wheii 
wet,  or  by  putting  a  mop  or 
wisp  of  tow  on  a  pole,  and 
brushing  their  nests  well  with 
brine.

Foddering  cattle. — ^It  is  re- 
commended not  to  begin  to 
fodder  with  your  poorest  ma- 
terials, as  cold  weather  in- 
creases the  appetite  of  your 
cattle,  and  they  will  eat  in  the 
depth  of  winter  what  they  re- 
ject at  its  commencement. — 
Corn-stalks,  and  coarse  clover 
stalks,  will  be  eaten  if  proper- 
ly cut  with  a  straw-cutter.-— 
No  farmer  should  be  withouft 
a  straw-cutter.  Even  if  he  in- 
tends his  straw  for  litter  and 
manure,  he  ought  to  have  it. — 
A  little  salt  or  good  brine  mix- 
ed with  the  cut  straw,  ^c.  will 
be  beneficial.  A  quarter  of  as 
ounce  of  salt  per  day  to  sheep, 
and  an  ounce  to  oxen  and  cow&
